' Although Hongkong is cut off 
from telephone contact with the 
outside world, if we except the 
link with Canton, there are 
hopes that the time imay not be 
far distant when we shall bo 
linked up with Europe through 
Shanghai, We shall then come 
into ‘the plans which are being 
devised for round-the-world tele- 
phone conversation, in which 
every 
commercial city will play a part. 
Already the earth is well provid. 
ed with chains of telephone con- 
nections,-— in--which ~-regurd-—it- 
may be noted that the United 
States is able to talk across the 
Pacific with’ Manila and across 
the Atlantic through Amster- 
dam, Berlin and. Brussels to 
Manila again or to other Eastern 
oceanic points. Working ‘lines 
through to Tokyo and Shanghai 
to the United States and 
Oceania are still, however, lack- 
ing to provide the links between 
the last great centres of popula- 
tion, Tho principal missing 
link, between the United States 
and Tokyo, ia rapidly being for- 
ged and will probably fit into 
the chain before the end of the 
year. Tests already carried out 
between America and Japan for 
about n year indicate the pros- 
pect of regular service in the 
near future.

Apart from police work, the de- 
gree of British armament is to o 
large extent determined. by the 
state of mind prevailing among the 
Ieading nations of Europe. Great 
Britain recognises that nothing is 
so likely to lead to ‘war as -unsettle- 
ment and competition fn arma- 
ments, and, that-in the present 
state of mind of Europe the only 
means of averting this competition 
is some agreed ratio of force. Tho 
only hope of disarmament at the 
moment is. concerted limitation on 
a basis which will satlafy the Ger- 
man demand for equality and the 
French demand for security. The 
diMficultics of reaching agreement 
have become tall too clear, but 
Great Brituin realises that they 
would be greater still if she stood 
aside from the controversy, and if 
her potential weight’as a champion 
against aggression were reduced.

OF MALARIA 


TOTAQUINA PROVES 
' “WORTH 


Geneva, May 26. 

Totaquinn the ‘now drug to com- 
bat malaria is proving its worth. 

Hospitals’ and dispensarics in 
Aleria,” Morocco, Malaya, China, 
France, Italy, Roumania and Spain 
are using totaquina, instead of 
quinine, according to the Léague 
Health Section’s new survey dese 
cribing ten yenras’ warfare against 
malaria. 

The chronic shortage of quinine, 
the world production of which is 
672 tons lesa. than required an- 
nually, is considered to be one of, 
the main difficulties of ridding’ 
mankind of widespread malaria, 
. To find a cheap substitute for 
quinine, “League experts experi- 
mented patiently for months until 
they discovered totuquina which is 
a total alculoid: mixture from dif- 
ferent . alcaloids of cinchona, It 
has been approved by the Leaue’s 
Malaria Commission representing 
all the various schoola of malario- 
logy.—United Preaa,
